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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 3-10 and 18 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Claim 1 recites, inter alia, "a plurality of moving devices each of which is capable 
of independently moving a strip format loaded with the electronic devices to the socket 
groups and pressing the electronic devices against the sockets while holding the 
electronic devices on the strip format, wherein the electronic devices are moved 
together with an entirely of the strip format." 

Claim 3 recites, inter alia, "A control device configured to finish tests with the 
shortest time on the remaining electronic devices on the strip format when a lot of the 
electronic devices finishes." 

Applicant's amendments base on the above limitations overcome the office 
action mailed on 03/25/2008.
